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_ GERMANY’S PEACE OFFER. | 
The success of Germany's offer of peace de- 
pends upon the terms which have not yet been 
disclosed. 8 

The tone of the offer does not hold out hope of 
acceptable terms. It is the tone of a victor, po- 
tential if not actual, at least of a nation confident 
that it cannot be conquered. The offer is based 
on the assumption that Germany is unconquer- 
able and that continued war will result in the 
. of her enemies. | 

Unless the substance of the note to neutrals 
and the statement of von Bethman-Hollweg is 
“bluff” we may assume that the terms will be 
based upon Germany's military successes. and 
the theory that she is in position to dictate to 
her enemies. 

Will the allies accept peace on these terms— 
terms conditioned on a little less than complete 
victory and considerably more than a draw? 
Have they reached a position in which they feel 


impelled to seek peace practically on German 


terms? If they did, would it mean, as the Ger- 


basis for tRe establishment of a lasting peace.” 
We feax not. The war situation is peculiar in 

that Germany’s greatest military successes have 

been gained gainst her weaker, not her stronger, 


all the weak nations opposing her forces she 
has only drawn blood from the strong nations. 
She has taken a heavy toll from France and 
Russia but has. not exhausted them. Their 
armies are intact, free and formidable. They 
have sufficient resources of-men and money to 


ough suffering the heaviest military blows, is 
still rich in war. resources. Italy has won ad- 


suffering a heavy loss of blood and treasure, is 
as yet only menaced.’ On the other hand Ger- 
many and her allies have paid man for man and 
dollar for dollar for thein successes. As a matter 
of fact the victories of the central Powers over 
their weaker enemies has helped to conserve the 
resources of her stronger enemied—their com- 
bined resources are greater than those of der- 
many and her allies. 

Under the circumstances it is hardly to be ex‘ 
pected that the entente Powers will accept peace 
on Germany's terms, or go blindly into peace 
negotiations which will put Germany in a posi- 
tion of t military and’ political advantage. 
It would be a truce without a certainty of peace 
and with a possibility of strengthening Germany 
for another conflict. 

The offer of peace, however, has significance 
and value. It is a good political stroke for Ger- 
many at home and abroad. It gives the central 
Powers a historical record and tends to strength- 
en their contention that they are waging a war 
of defapse. 

On the side of peace it is an admission an the 
part of Germany and her allies that they. do 
not hope for victory and are willing to negotiate 
on terms short of domination. It may bring out 
definite peace terms which will serve as a basis 
Yor negotiations, It vivifies the captivating 
thought of peace in the minds of the fighting 


of peace ‘makers, 

The United States, as the leading neutral, has 
a delicate mission in trying to utilize Germany's 
offer to bring about earnest negotiations on hope- 
ful terms. It is a duty and an opportunity to 
make this efforts

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BEEF TRUST ENDS ITS FIGHT. 

The appeal to the Federal Supreme Court of

The Navy Department, at its Boston yard, is 
making its own anchor chains. At New York it 
is making its gwn radio plants for vessels. At its 
torpedo station it is turning out torpedoes for 25 
per cent less than it can buy them. It is making 
its own paint for ships at Norfolk and is manu- 
facturing mines with satisfactory results.

It may be taken for. ee that the 
terms proposed by the Imperial Chan- 
cellor will not be accepted by the allies. 
Neither the British nor the French Gov- 
ernment could ‘consent to any terms 
which Germany would now make 
without the certainty of revolution at 
Rome. * * * 

Nevertheless, the German proposals 
are to be welcomed as a first step to- 
ward peace. Impossible of acceptance 
they may be, but they at least establish 
a basis for discussion and negotia- 
tion. * °° 

This much Germany has done, whatever 
the motive may have been. The most 
natural infbrence is that the Imperial 
Government is by no means sincere in 
its profession of astonishment at its 
cwn moderation, and that its peace pro- 
posals have been dictated by a full real- 
ization of the significance of internal 
conditions in Germany and Austria-Hun- 


gary.
